Friesian Foundations,” is the section made up of the 

pedigrees and pictures of the first seventy-five cows 
in the United States and Canada to produce over 1000 lbs. 
butterfat in a year. This list of seventy-five was up to 
date on September Ist, 1923, since which time nine more 
names have been added, bringing the total to eighty-four. 
Of the eighty-four, one has three times made over 1000 
lbs. butterfat and six more are 1000-lb. repeaters, making 
a total of ninety-two records above 1000 lbs. butterfat, 
made in the United States and Canada by eighty-four 
different cows. 

Six of the eighty-four cows made their records in 
Canada and do not appear on the American books. Hence, 
the American Advanced Registry claims only seventy- 
eight 1000-lb. fat producers. The six Canadian cows that 
do not appear in the American books made their records 
under the supervision of the Canadian Dominion Govern- 
ment and in many cases the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada also. A seventh Canadian cow, De Kol Plus 
Segis Dixie, has one 1000-lb. fat record that appears on 
both the American and Canadian Books and a second rec- 
ord that appears only on the Canadian book, she being 
one of Canada’s two 1000-lb. fat repeaters. 

The ninety-two records that have been made above 
1000 lbs. butterfat show an average of 28,905.6 Ibs. milk 
containing 1067.808 lbs. butterfat, or 1334.76 lbs. butter. 
The average test for the ninety-two records is 3.694% 
which is neither too high nor too low for the Holstein 
breed, but a good ideal toward which Holstein breeders 
might well strive. Only two of the ninety-two records 
were made with less than 3% fat and only seven from less 
than 3.2%. Twenty-six of the ninety-two, or considerably 
less than one-third of the number, were made from over 
4% fat, but only three were over 4.5%. The highest 
tester on the list is Bella Pontiac, with 4.66% and the 
lowest is Kolrain Marion Finderne, with 2.89%. Of these 
two, Bella Pontiac is the third highest butterfat producer 
on the list and Kolrain Marion Finderne is the second 
highest milk producer. 

Of the ninety-two records, thirty-four, or over one-third 
of the number, were made from over 30,000 ibs. milk. 
Forty-eight others were made from over 25,000 lbs. milk, 
leaving only ten from less than 25,000 Ibs. Only four are 
under 24,000 Ibs. and they are all above 23,000 Ibs. We 
are glad to report that every member of the Holstein 
breed that has milked over 34,000 Ibs. has produced better 
than 1000 lbs. butterfat. 

Six of the 84 Dairy Queens have together made seven 
records above 1000 lbs. butterfat that are strictly official 
for the full year and nearly all of them have at least seven 
or thirty days official records in addition to the regular 
semi-official supervision. All except one of the eighty- 
four have made 7-day records in the same or other lacta- 
tion periods. Seventy-three of the eighty-four are 36-lb. 


O™ of the important features of the book, “Holstein- 


cows; twenty-nine of the number have better than 35 lbs. 
and seven of them better than 40 Ibs. 

The genealogy of the first seventy-five 1000-lb. fat 
producers is brought out in a table on Page 10 in the in- 
troduction to “Holstein-Friesian Foundations.” This table 
shows that the first seventy-five Dairy Queens trace no 
less than 1650 times to Netherland Prince, every one of 
them tracing to him at least once. While we have not 
checked up completely on the nine cows added to the list 
since “Holstein-Friesian Foundations” was published, and 
so cannot say definitely just how many times each of 
these cows traces to Netherland Prince, we can say with 
confidence that every one of them traces to him at least 
once. Of the first seventy-five, all except one trace at 
least once to De Kol 2d, she appearing in their ancestry 
827 times. Each of the nine latest cows also trace to De 
Kol 2d. Other old time animals appearing prominently in 
the pedigrees of the first seventy-five Dairy Queens are 
Billy Boelyn 871 times; Mooie 475 times; Empress 458 
times; Pietertje 2d 392 times; Aaggie 367 times; Mech- 
thilde 359 times; Sir Henry of Maplewood 343 times; Clo- 
thilde 322 times; Pauline Paul 309 times. 

Among the later sires we find Sarcastic Lad making a 
splendid showing, appearing in the ancestry of thirty-one 
of the eighty-four Dairy Queens. Hengerveld De Kol is 
not far behind with twenty-eight descendants on the list, 
followed by Pontiac Korndyke with twenty-four and King 
Segis with sixteen. 

The only sire with four daughters on the list of Dairy 
Queens is Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, who also has 
two granddaughters above 1000 lbs. butterfat. The second 
best for number of daughters is Aaggie 3d’s Wayne’s Paul 
De Kol, with three. The accompanying list shows the 
number of daughters and granddaughters in the Dairy 
Queen series credited to each of the twelve leading sires 
in this respect.

Taking up the dam’s side of the pedigree, we find that 
only one of the Dairy Queens is out of a Dairy Queen. In 
other words, there is only one dam and daughter each 
with over 1000 Ibs. butterfat. It is probably unnecessary 
to add that this dam and daughter are Spring Brook Bess 
Burke 2d and Bess Johanna Ormsby. The dams of 29 of 
the 1000-lb. fat producers have made yearly records, 13 of 
them above 800 lbs. butterfat or 1000 Ibs. butter. 

Further study of the pedigrees show that only 19 of 
the eighty-four are from untested dams, 64 dams having 
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7-day records and one with a year record but no 7-day 
record. Only eleven of the 84 are from dams with over 
30 lbs. butter in 7 days. 

We recommend to our readers a study of the pictures 
ot the 1000-lb. fat producers appearing in connection with 
their pedigrees. While there is not any very striking 
uniformity of type to be noted among them, yet I think 
you will find that with a few exceptions, all are reason- 
ably good individuals and some would class as show cows. 
Only a few of them have ever been exhibited in fast 
company as far as we know. It will be remembered that 
Model Segis Prilly Gelsche was grand champion in the 
Oregon State Fair and second in the Pacific International 
this past year, being first prize senior A. R. cow at that 
show. Segis Pietertje Prospect was first prize Advanced 
Registry cow at the Pacific International in 1922. Piebe 
Laura Veeman Artis has been a prize winner at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show, although nearly dry at the time and 
somewhat out of condition. Grahamholm Colantha Paul- 
ine Segis as a three-year-old won second prize at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show. Princess Aaggie Polkadot De Kol 
with her daughter and granddaughter won the Bell Farm 
trophy for three generations of producers at the National 
Dairy Show of 1922. Many others are real outstanding 
individuals, although they have never, to our knowledge, 
had an opportunity to demonstrate this in the show ring. 


The distribution of the Dairy Queens by states might 
be of some interest to our readers. It will be found that 


Minnesota and California have both made the same 
number of 1000-lb. fat records—fifteen—although Minne- 


sota has developed fourteen dairy queens and California 
only thirteen. Ohio stands third with eleven. Minnesota 
also ranks first as a breeder of Dairy Queens, having bred 
fourteen of the eighty-four. Ohio is a close second with 
thirteen and New York stands third with ten. Mention 
has been made of the 1000-lb. repeaters. The seven re- 
peaters have been developed in seven different states, in- 
cluding two different provinces of Canada. New York 
State and Ontario, Canada, are the only two states that 
have bred two 1000-lb. fat repeaters and each has de- 
veloped one. As one of New York’s repeaters is a three 
times 1000-lb. fat cow—Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, 
bred in New York State—perhaps the Empire State has a 
slight edge over all the others in this respect. All this 
information is brought out more clearly in the tables pub- 
lished in this issue. 

Due credit should be given to the various good breed- 
ers that made these 1000-lb. fat records possible. We are 
publishing a list of all the men who have put 1000-lb. fat 
records on animals of their own breeding. Fred F. Field 
and Maplecrest Farm are tied for highest honors in this 
respect, each having three. The two leading breeders of 
1000-lb. fat producers are J. M. Hackney and E. C. Schroe- 
der, each with four. Fred F. Field and Maplecrest Co. are 
tied for third place with three each. Mr. Field also ties 
with A. W. Morris & Sons Corporation as the leading de- 
veloper of 1000-lb. fat producers, each firm having de- 
veloped four. Five other farms—Winterthur Farms, Har- 
grove & Arnold, Maplecrest Farm, E. C. Schroeder and 
Peter Small have each developed three. 

With the increased interest in the long time test, the 
additions to the list of dairy queens have been coming in 
thick and fast and it is expected that the present year will 
be the best of all in this respect. It may be that this 
story will be out of date before it appears in print, but is, 
so far as we know, up to date as it is written, (March 1, 
1924,) including every one of the Dairy Queens that has 
been reported by the Advanced Registry office on the 
regular reports or by card.

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NEW queen of the Holstein breed for the State of 
of Ohio—one of the leading long distance produc- 
ing states—has just been crowned. She is White 
Beauty Pontiac Mahomet 346608, whose record has been 
announced as 1367.75 lbs. butter from 32,626.3 Ibs. milk. 
She displaces as Ohio State Champion of the breed, Ona 
Button De Kol with 1345.55 lbs. butter, whose record has 
stood at the head of the list in the State for just over 
eight vears. Like her predecessor, the new champion was 
bred as well as developed in Ohio. Her breeder was J. W. 
Denham, of Lagrange, Ohio, and her present owner is M. 
J. Dunn, of Wakeman, Ohio. 


We are told that she was milked, fed and cared for 


A 


by her owner himself and we believe that this is the 
largest record ever made by a Holstein in the United 
States without the services of a herdsman. In addition 


to milking his great cow four times daily for a year, Mr. 
Dunn tells us that he did all the work on a 118-acre farm. 
Mrs. Dunn did the bookkeeping and other office work in 
connection with this record. 

Mr. Dunn has only been farming for the past ten years 
and his state champion purchased in a public sale about 
five years ago was one of the first purebred Holsteins he 
ever owned. Incidently, Mr. Dunn had to pay only $225 
for her as a two-year-old and this in the time of the high- 
est prices for Holsteins, which would indicate that she 
was not too promising as a two-year-old. She has, how- 
ever, developed into an excellent individual, according to 
those who have seen her. She is a large, long bodied, 
square built cow, weighing better than 1800 lbs. at the 
close of her test, when she was just a few months in calf. 
She has plenty of dairy quality and particular attention 
is called to her udder and veining. 

White Beauty Pontiac Mahomet, the new champion, 
was not tested until March 1922 when she had just turned 
six years old. She proved to be a heavy milker with 
755.4 lbs. as her week’s production, but not a very high 
tester at this freshening, her butter record being 27.1 lbs. 
She freshened again in February 1923, or about ten 
months from her previous freshening and without being 
dry, she raised her figures to 776.8 lbs. Her average test 
for this record was 3.38%, which would make 32.85 lbs. 
butter for the week. She was not run for thirty days, but 
was put immediately on semi-official test. Her average 
test for the entire year was 3.35%, or the practically the 
same. as that of her best official week. Her best day’s 
milk was 126.2 lbs. and on the last day of her test she 
produced 57.3 lbs. During the month of May, when she 
was several months along on test, she averaged nearly 
116 lbs. milk a day for the entire month. 

At the beginning of this great record she was rather 
thin in flesh, due, no doubt, to her heavy milking ability 
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and to the fact that she was not dry before ireshening. 
We are told that she gained considerably in weight during 
the year. She was bred again in December or about two 
months before the close of her test. 

Mr. Dunn writes that she was fed mostiy on O. Q, 
Dairy Feed, Larro, Unicorn, Bran, Oil Meal, with beets, 
silage, beet pulp, clover hay and some alfalfa. Her feed 
was not weighed but Mr. Dunn watched her very carefully 
and tried to give her all she wanted without over feeding 
her. He estimates that she had about 30 lbs. grain daily. 
During the hot weather, she was turned out nights in ‘a 
small alfalfa lot. 

By this record, White Beauty Pontiac Mahomet be. 
comes the eleventh Holstein in the State of Ohio to pro- 
duce over 1000 lbs. butterfat in a year, and her record 
ranks sixteenth among the leading butter producers of the 
breed in America, as well as first for the breed in the 
State. Her milk record ranks second in the State and she 
stands first for milk and butter combined. 

We are glad to show in this issue of the World a pedi- 
gree of this wonderful producer. It will be seen that she 
is a granddaughter of Pontiac Korndyke, being his fifth 
granddaughter to produce over 1000 Ibs. butterfat. Her 
sire, Fairview Lunde Korndyke, is an inbred son of Pon- 
tiac Korndyke, being from an 18.63-lb. two-year-old daugh- 
ter of the same sire. He is one of six proven sons of his 
dam, another being Pontiac Lunde Korndyke Prince, who 
has two 1100-lb. daughters, one of them the dam of the 
35,000-lb. cow, Kolrain Marion Finderne. Her dam, Treva 
Mahomet Pontiac, is a 16-lb. junior two-year-old daughter 
of Rose Hall Pontiac Pietertje, one of the best known sons 
of King of the Pontiacs. Offspring of the Rose Hall bull 
have made quite a sensation in Ohio show rings and else- 
where, one of his daughters having been grand champion 
at the Ohio State Fair both in 1922 and 1923, as well as 
winning at many other good shows. 

The second dam is an A. R. O. granddaughter of Pie- 
tertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol and her pedigree 
carries on the dam’s side a second cross to this famous 
sire. 

The champion has dropped five calves, three daugh- 
ters and two sons. One of the sons, sired by a son of 
King of the Pontiacs, heads Mr. Dunn’s herd at Riverside 
Stock Farm. The other son has been sold but the three 


daughters are all members of the herd which now consists 
of fourteen head of purebreds. 

This splendid farmer-made record is attracting a great 
deal of favorable attention to the Holstein breed not only 
in Huron County and elsewhere about the state, but all 
over the country and Mr. and Mrs. Dunn deserve great 
credit for this achievement.

ers learned during the last week in February of the 

outbreak of the Foot and Mouth disease in three coun- 
ties of California. The disastrous consequences of the 
outbreak of 1914-15 in the East and Middle West were still 
fresh in the minds of many breeders, and the natural 
conclusion was that if infection can get in again through 
one source, how can we ever feel assured of safety. Then, 
too, there was a fear among Holstein lovers that some 
of the great purebred herds of the state might go up as 
a sacrifice and that the breed would lose such cows as 
Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, and others in the Bridg- 
ford herd; the Morris foundation animals which hold 
such a large place in the breed; the Hartsook, Helm, 
Higdon, Haas, and many other herds that are making 
breed history. The following wire under date of March 
6, from C. L. Hughes, Secretary of the California Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, gives the latest official sum- 
mary of the situation: 


I: WAS with a feeling of dismay that live stock breed- 


“Foot and Mouth infection so tar held in check 

in three counties bordering San Francisco Bay and 

isolated from main live stock centers in State. 

Total infected herds to date sixty-four containing 

twenty-eight hundred and seven cattle, sixty-six 

hundred and twenty-nine hogs, five sheep and twen- 
ty-seven goats, a total of ninety-four hundred sixty- 
eight animals. Slaughtering going on continuously 
without hindrance. Not a single purebred herd 
either cattle or hogs infected so far. U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and California Department of 

Agriculture doing wonderful piece of work with full- 

est cooperation of live stock interests. Situation 

most hopeful and preventive quarantines being 
strictly maintained throughout fifteen uninfected 
counties.” 

While the source of the infection has not been definite- 
ly determined, it is now thought that it may have come 
through garbage from foreign steamers docking at San 
Francisco, and the outbreak started among commercial 
herds of hogs fed on San Francisco garbage. This ex- 
perience should serve to tighten preventive restrictions 
at all ports of entry and redouble the care and vigilance 
of enforcement officers. If the present outbreak is held 
within its present limits, it will perhaps be worth all it 
is costing in greater insurance against more trouble in 


the future. 
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How Washington Feels 


HE following resolution unanimously adopted by the 
T recent annual meeting of the Washington State 

Holstein-Friesian Association, bears convincing tes. 
timony to the soundness of the Extension program carried 
out in that state during the past year. 

Whereas, the Washington State Holsteni-Fries- 
ian Association was financially insolvent to the ex- 
tent of more than $1000 on Jan. 1, 1923 and in view 
of the fact that this association has expended more 
than $2000 in breed association activities during the 
past year and today has a cash balance of $1275 and 
further that there is a marked increased interest 
in the breed which has been accomplished largely 
through the cooperation of the State Association 
and County Associations with the National Exten- 
sion plan of field work, 

Be It Resolved, That we, the Washington State 
Holstein-Friesian Association in annual _ session, 
February 5, 1924, do hereby urge and advocate 
that every individual breeder and county breed as- 
sociation use every effort to encourage and foster 
purebred sire campaigns, testing of grade and pure- 
bred cows, increased show ring activity, more calf 


club work, tuberculosis control work and more 
efficient sales service where there are surplus 
cattle. 


That we express our appreciation of the great 
value of the work of the National Extension Servy- 
ice represented in very concrete form by their cam- 
paign of National advertising, their most valuable 
Holstein promotion efforts at the last two Pacific 
International Live Stock Exhibitions, and particu- 
larly the extremely valuable work which has been 
done in the Northwest by their very able represen- 
tative, Mr. W. E. Meyer, who has been the acknowl- 
edged leader in the greatly renewed interest and 
activity in the Holstein breed in this section and 
who has been the most willing and able servant of 
our organization. 

This resolution leaves no doubt as to how Washington 
Holstein breeders feel toward the present plan of co- 
operation between the State and National Associations, 
and regarding the value of the work done in their im- 
portant territory. Other resolutions were adopted by 
this live state association looking toward the defeat of the 
referendum to repeal the state law prohibiting the use 
of milk and its products in the manufacture of dairy 
substitutes; supporting the efforts of the State College 
in carrying on better bull campaigns within the state, and 
in favor of the bill now pending in Conress to provide 
increased Federal support of Agricultural Experiment 
Stations. This is a constructive program in the interest 
of the industry. 


Better Markets in Northern Michigan 


S A MEANS of promoting further development of 
A the Holstein industry in the lower peninsula of 
Michigan the Northern Dairy Products Company, 
organized quite largely through the efforts of Ernest G. 
Loeb of Loeb Farms, Charlevoix, Mich., is working out 
quite nicely. 
In a recent letter to the World Mr. Loeb writes: 

“Having demonstrated to our complete satisfac- 
tion that this is a very favorable dairy region, we 
decided that cheese factories would prove more 
practical than creameries. We are now operating 
an up-to-date cheese factory at Levering, Mich. 
with a capacity of 1,000 lbs. milk per day, and also 
are equipped with Pasteurizer, churn, and all 
modern conveniences for making butter during the 
snow bound months when hauling milk is a diffi- 
cult task. 

“The plant at East Jordan for handling 16,000 
lbs. milk per day is rapidly nearing completion. 
The farmers in that territory are a live bunch of 
progressive dairymen and are very eager for our 
up-to-date cheese factory to begin operations this 
spring. 

“The average farmer in this locality doesn't need 
more dairy cattle. What he does need is Better 
Dairy Cattle. The Loeb Farms of Charlevoix, oper 
ating an independent cheese factory there, cooper-

Further Discussion of Proposed 


A. R. Changes 


CONCERNING REQUIREMENTS 
AND SCORING 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

{ have read vour interesting edito- 
rial on the proposed changes in the 
A. R. rules and it has suggested some 
possibilities to me. 

The first is the question if it would 
not be a good time to make a long 
step in the right direction to en- 
courage more long time testing by 
making only such cows as have been 
tested in the ten or twelve months 
division eligible to be scored. Of 
course there are many objections to 
this but as the proposed A. R. rules 
provide three different classes any 
breeder should be able to find one 
suited to his needs. 

Second it seems to me that your 
suggestion to raise the scoring re- 
quirements to 50% and 100% would 
make it still more difficult for cows 
in the two milkings a day class to 
qualify for ribbons or medals’ and 
thus would tend to make this class 
even more unpopular’ than it is at 
present. Would it not be better to 
retain the suggested 25 and 50% _ re- 
quirements and at the same time 
adjust upwards the A. R. require 
ments for the three time and four 
time milking classes. This would 
tend to cut down the number of 
eligible cows in these’ two classes, 
which seems desirable, and at the 
same time give the cows milked only 
twice a day a fair show. As the re- 
quirements are at the present time it 
is far too easy for a cow milked four 
times a day to make advanced regis- 
try in the long time divisions. At 
the same time the present require- 
ments as applied to the cows milked 
twice a day seem to be about right 
as it takes a fairly good cow’ to 
meet them. 

The U. S. Department of Agricul 
ture has made some experiments that 
may give us some idea what the new 
requirements should be. They found 
that a cow milked three times a day 
produced 11.907 more milk and 12.1% 
more fat than a cow milked twice a 
day. They also found that milking 
four times a day produced 6.6% more 
milk and 5.8% more fat than when 
milked three times a day. Using 
these figures as a basis we could 
work out new fat requirements for 
the long time divisions about as 
follows: 

Class C (milked 2 times a day) re- 
tain present requirements. 


Class B (milked 3 times a day) re- 
quire 10% above Class C. 

Class A (milked 4 times a day) re- 
quire 20% above Class C. 

It seems as if the proposed 25% 
and 50% excess when applied to the 
ubove adjusted requirements would 
work out in a way that would be fair 
to each division. Under the present 
requirements a cow milked _ four 
times a day in the long time divisions 
has about 20% better chance _ to 
qualify for a ribbon or medal than 
the same cow would have if only 
milked twice a day. If we are to have 
scoring and medals these proposed 
new divisions should be so arranged 
that the cows in each division shall 
have an equal chance and not to 
make one division more desirable 
than another. 

Your point as to the desirability of 
scoring only such cows as meet pro- 
duction requirements is well taken 
and should be adopted. It is most 
certainly going to be difficult to find 
men with knowledge and strength of 
character to make good scorers. No 
matter who does the scoring the 
Association is sure to have many 
protests from men whose cows have 
failed to win a ribbon or medal due 
to the scorer deducting perhaps only 
one point for some slight defect. Any 
one who has heard the comments on 
the judging at shows will know how 
bitterly the losers take defeat.

BRIDGFORD WANTS 
CLASSES 


Kditor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have only recently read the re- 
port of the General Welfare Commit- 
tee as adopted by said committee and 
published in your issue of January 
19, 1924. Have also read in several 
subsequent issues, with considerable 
interest, comments by various’  Hol- 
stein breeders over the country. 

The Committee has evidently given 
the matter careful thought and has 
made the various changes with a 
view of stimulating interest in the 
industry, but it appears to me they 
have only added to the already rather 
cumbersome and unnecessary num- 
ber of classes. From my talk with 
the different breeders, especially in 
California, we have to get down to a 
system of records that are practical 
and economica! to conduct and that

demonstrate the true production of 
the cow—and all such records to be 
made’ on as equal a basis as possible 
in order to raake them comparative, 
as the real value of a record is only 
comparative in any event. 

With this thought in view and es- 
pecially to more popularize our rec- 
ords, would conduct only 7-day rec- 
ords and permt them to be made on 
four milkings per day, however, do 
not consider the 7-day records of 
much merit or value, but they are 
popular with some breeders. Would 
have only three classes in long-time 
test, viz the 365-day test which would 
permit of only three milkings per 
day, the 305-day test of three milk- 
ings per day, and the present Class 
B of two milkings per day with the 
privilege of milking three times per 
day for the first 60 days. 

The scaling of high record cows 
and making a division for blue ribbon 
and red ribbon cows will be very in- 
teresting, but can see a lot of 
opportunity for dissatisfaction as to 
the scaling of points as it will be 
largely a question of one man’s 
opinion whereas production records 
are actual figures.

The only objection I can see in re- 
gard to the scoring of A. R. cows is 
that if a breeder can in this way 
demonstrate the merit of his cattle in 
regard to type, there might be a little 
less incentive to bring out his cattle 
for the test of show ring competition. 
I feel that it would be too bad if such 
a tendency should result, though not 
sufficient to check the matter of 
scoring the cattle or that step should 
be set aside for that reason.

CACHE COUNTY HOLSTEIN 
BREEDERS’ SALE 


Saturday, February 16th, approxi- 
mately five hundred farmers from 
several counties in Utah and Idaho 
gathered at the stock judging pavil- 
ion of the Utah Agricultural College 


to witness what proved to be the best 
sale of dairy cattle ever held in these 
parts. Twenty-one breeders had con- 
signed twenty-four animals, consist- 
ing of seven yearling and two bred 
grade heifers, nine purebred heifers 
ranging in age from four months to 
one year, and six buils from six 
months to a year in age. 

With the exception of one grade 
heifer the animals sold very readily. 
The average price brought by the 
grades was $79.00, the top heifer 
bringing $150.00. This heifer was 
consigned by C. Z. Harris of Rich- 
mond and was purchased by Frank 
Burns of Fielding, Utah. She is out 
of a 566-lb. dam and is sired by a good 
purebred bull. All the grade heifers 
were selected from dams whose C. T. 
A. records exceeded 300 Ibs. of fat. 

The purebred heifers were a choice 


lot. The average sale price was 
$158.00. The top heifer bought $225. 


This was a heifer bred by C. L. 
Funk of Richmond, Utah, and was 
sold to Harry Parker of Wellsville, 
Utah. Mr. Parker incidentally bought 
four of the choice purebred heifers. 

The six bulls were selected from A. 
R. O. dams and cows with high C. T. 
A. records. They were a good lot 
and sold quite satisfactorily. The av- 
erage price was $148.00, the top price 
was $205.00 paid for the youngest 
calf in the offering. He was bred by 
J. H. Schenk of College Ward, Utah, 
and purchased by a bull association 
of Sanpete County, Utah. He was a 
well grown bully youngster and has 
a lot of individual type and produc- 
tion in his pedigree. On his sire’s 
side he has two sisters with 19852 
lbs. of milk, 777 lbs. of fat, and 19295 
Ibs. milk and 713.5 lbs. of butter re- 
spectively as two-year-olds. His dam 
has three sisters with records of 905 
Ibs. butter, S878 lbs. butter, and 740 
Ibs. butter, all these records were 
made locally under ordinary condi- 
tions and the cows were hardly ma- 
ture. 

The cattle were scattered into five 
counties in two states and in every 
case both seller and buyer were well 
pleased.

Low prices for C grade and cull 
apples from his 10-acre orchard in the 
Selah valley near Yakima hold no 
terrors for F. E. Fairbanks. He puts 
them—the apples, not the prices— 
through his seven Holstein cows. 
Has been doing so for seven years 
and has had no ill effects. “I like 
Holsteins because they give lots of 
milk which can be used to good 
advantage in feeding pigs and 
chickens,” he is quoted as saying, in 
the Yakima Herald. “I feed only ripe 
apples, starting with one-third of a 
box of Jonathans per day and soon 
increasing it to half a box. Winesaps 
are not fed until later in the winter, 
when they are ripe.” Fairbanks never 
lets the cows run in the orchard, but 
says that properly administered, 
apples are as good for cows as corn 
silage The animals are kept up all 
year, except for a short time follow- 
ing the fall harvest, and they have 
paid him well, besides enabling him 
to maintain the fertility of his 
orchard. He uses a purebred sire, 
which he has shown successfully sey- 
eral times at the state fair at Yakima. 

Alex Todd of Yakima and “5S. D. 
Cornell of Grandview, Holstein breed- 
ers both, were reelected to the board 
of directors of the Yakima Vallev 
Dairymen’s association at the annual 
meeting, January 12. Their terms 
will be two years each. E. V. Taylor 
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of Selah and G. V. Harris of Moxee 
retired, their places being taken by 
Joe Vance of Armstrong and W. E. 
Foster of Cowiche. A change in the 
by-laws which is expected con- 
siderably to increase the membership 
was that enabling small dairymen to 
join on purchase of one share of 
stock.

As a result of the call sent out for 
entries of registered Holsteins for 
The Dairymen’s Sale, scheduled for 
April 3 at Tulare, an existing condi- 
tion in California has been fully re- 
vealed. Briefly, the invitation to con- 
sign cattle to this sale was extended 
to approximately 200 owners of regis- 
tered Holsteins in California. Just 
two breeders responded with a total 
offering of eight head. The require- 
ments for entry stipulated that only 
females milking heavily or soon to 
calve would be accepted and as 
stated before, only eight head were 
offered. Personal interviews with 
many owners who might be looked to 
under normal conditions as a source 
of supply of such cattle disclosed the 
fact that they are almost to a man un- 
willing to sell such cattle and that by 
far a majority of them would buy 
producing cows of the _ character 
solicited for the sale. A fair supply 
of unbred or recently bred heifers 
could be secured for sale, but they in 
no way fit in with the purpose for 
which the sale was planned—to give 
beginners and established breeders 
an opportunity to buy high class fe- 
males now producing or soon to 
produce. It is therefore an assured 
fact that there will be no dairymen’s 
sale at Tulare on April 3, There is, 
however, at the present time under 
advisement an offering of extraor 
dinary merit that will probably be 
made at about that time, but place of 
sale has not been definitely decided.
